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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The Applicant filed a preliminary amendment on 26 July 2001 to correct 
improper multiple dependency. All pending claims (1-35) were examined in this 
first action on the merits. 

Specification 

1 . The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine 
the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in 
correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

2. Claims 1-35 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bosveld etal. (English translation of NL 9301902, hereinafter referred to as 
"Bosveld"). 

Bosveld teaches all the limitations of claims 1-35. For example, Bosveld 
discloses a theatre or arena having a central computer linked to a number of 
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payment terminals and access control terminals. The payment terminals can be 
remote from the venue and linked via a public telecommunications network. 
Bosveld discloses the user inserting a smart card into a card reader on the side 
of the terminal and using the keyboard and display to book seats and to make an 
electronic payment. Bosveld discloses the system transferring data about the 
card to access control processors in the theatre and further discloses the user 
entering the theatre by inserting his card into a reader on a gate or turnstile to 
gain access to the event without using a paper ticket. Bosveld further discloses: 

• sending ticket purchase order to a sales center: (see at least oaaes 4-6V 

• sending ticket information: (see at least pages 4-6). 

• recording ticket information on a card: (see at least pages 4-6). 

• reading card infomiation at ticket gate: (see at least pages 4-6). 

• making payment: credit card (see at least page 5). 

• multiple tickets: /nherent in Bosveld are the structures necessary to permit 
the storage of multiple tickets. 

• system means: telecommunications network means for communicating 
between payment terminal and remote venue computer; payment terminal 
means with keyboard, display, smart card reader; ticket turnstile or gate 
access computer control means, (see at least Fig. 1 ; pages 2-6). 

• computer program product: Inherent in Bosveld are the structures 
necessary to permit the embodiment of computer instructions executable 
thereupon a computer.
